PRIVATE DETAILS FROM INDIA. 


As foon as the news of the capture of Seringapatam 
was known at Madras, Lord Mornington, accompanied 
by Lord Clive, fet out for that copra, to fettle the 
new Government. It is very generally under{tood, that 
the King of Myfore, who was detained as a prifoner by 
Tippoo Sultaun, would be reftored to his hereditary 
dominions which Hyder Ally had ufurped, and that 
the other provinces which had been conquered by Hy- 
der Ally, and annexed to his ufurpations, would be 
partly reftored to their original poffefiors, paying tribute 
and acknowledging the paramount fovereignity of the 
Company, while the feaports will be taken poffeflion of 
by the Englifh, as a»fecarity to their own dominions. 

From the period when Hyder Ally was elevated to 
the fovereignity of the Myfore, the Carnatic has been 
{Courged by the deftructive hand of war. We all re- 
colle& what fuccefs attended Hyder’s arms; that he 
took many important places, obtained confiderable ad- 
vantages over the company’s troops, and even advanced 
to the very gates of Madras. ‘To great military fkill, 
he joined defperate courage and inordinate ambition ; he 
governed a large-and fertile territory, was rich in mili- 
tary refources, of an enterprifing difpofition, of an ac- 
tive and vigorous habit of body, and he pouffeffed a rodt+ 
ed hatred to the Britifh power. . His fon Tippoo in- 
herited all his father’s hatred to the Britith, and his 
ambition ; but he was far inferior to him in military ‘kill, 
and he wanted thofe talents, without which ambition 
leads only to deftruétion. He appears to have hewn 
no talents in the prefent war, and the conqueft of his 
territories and the annihilation of his power have been 
effected without much difficulty, and with little lofs, in 


do not miltake, when Kouli Khan conquered Deihi, 
he found there treafure to the amount of 240 millions. 
Be the amount, however, what it may, it cannot cx- 
ceed the deferving of its captors. 

By the capture of Seringapatam. fays a letter from 
Madras, the refources which will flow into the Cém- 
pany’s treafury are at prefent incalculable. Seringapa- 
tam is fituated in an ifland of the river Cavery. Phis 
ifland is a beautiful {pot, containing elegant buildings, 
fquares, groves, and gardens. Phe Maufoleum of Hy- 
der Ali is one of the moft magnificent objets in the 
place. It is fituated on the fouth angle of the ifland, 
near an elegant palace of ‘Tippoo Sultaun’s, and fur- 
rounded by a grove of cyprefs trees. his ifland is for- 
tified with about 400 pieces of cannon, and ‘Tippoo had 
ho idee, from the ftrength of his capital, that the place 
would be carried in fo thort a time from the commence- 
ment of the fiege.

VICTORY IN HOLLAND. 
FROM THE OBSERVER OF SUNDAY. 

An authority, which we believe perfectly correé, re- 
lates, that at two o’clock on Tuefday morning the ene- 
my, in great force, made*a defperate, but ineffectual at- 
tack upon our line. The valour and difcipline of our 
troops triumphed over the fuperior number. of the affail- 
ants, who, in fome time retired fighting, and were 
clofely purfued. At two in the afternoon the firing 
continued, but at a confidérably increafed diftance from 
the Helder, where the late commander of the Wafhing- 
ton of 74 guns, Captain Lucas, ,returned. conformably 
to his engagement, and welated that the Republican 
force amounted to 35,000 men, but they were beaten.

: The great majority of all defcriptions in Hollard are

Several moft daring attempts have been lately made 
here by fome incendiaries to deftroy the dock yard by 
fire, which had neatly fucceeded in effecting their dia- 
bolical purpofe. +m 
On Sunday laft, the rith inftant, at a quarter before 
three o’clock in the afternoon, one of the watchmen on 
duty in the dock-yard, a¢cidentally looking through 
one of the windows of the boathoufe, was furprifed to 
fee a blaze of fire in the infide, and immediately gave 
the dlarm: On opening the doors, a large fire was 
found, lighted againft one of the ftore-room doors, near 
which a confiderable quattity of ammunition was 
lodged; and before the fire could be extinguifhed, it 
had burnt the door nearly half through ; in a few mi- 
nutes longer, if it had remained . undifcovered, the 
whole bui'diig mult haye been in flames. On fearch- 
ing farther, a large quantity of lighted tinder was found 
at the other end of the bvathoufe, amidft a quantity 
of chips-and fhavings, under one of the carpenter’s 
benches. 
On the following day, as fome people belenging to
